BODIESINTERRIBLECONDITION

Fearfully Crushed, Dismembered and
Blackened and Burned Beyend Recog-
nition Are the Corpses of the Ill-Fated
Miners Who Met Death in the Mines

MONONGAH, W, Va, Dec. 7.~With
unabated enorgy, five rescuing parties ar
working from every possible point to
euter and explore Mines Numbers Bix
and Eight of the Fairmont Coal Com:

Bighty five bodies have so fur bocn
brought to the surfsce and the dozen
undertakers from this and surrounding
towna who were on Jduty all night, by day-
Hght had these bodies washeéd and mande
as preséntable as possible in an impro-
visd morgue, into which ome of Lhe
ming buildings has been converted.

Wit dawn of day there began a heart-
rending march up and down the nisles

ong which these bodies have been laid,
by wobbing wives and mothers and sweet-
bearts, orphaned children and strong
men, ench seeking a nearrelative or be-
loved friend.

(I'hore are babween 5,000 and 0,000 in-
habitants In the mining town of Monon-
gah and it is belleved that in this entire
population there are not a score of per-
sons who have not either a near relative
or & oloke friend numbered among the
viotims of the disaster, The peaple of
the town are stunned by the catastrophe,
They had long regardel thiese mines ns
practically immune (rom the dangers so
common to the conl mining industry, The
plant of the company was provided with
every devioe for the proteption of Ffe
and the equipment was considersd the
most modorn mmd complete ontfit used
In the production of bituminous coal.

400 men were working In & territory one
mile square, It will be deys before
thorough searchol all ofthis area can be
maido, as the searching parties advance
thoy must cloar away the debris. The ex-
ploslon wreeked over 000 mine cars and
these choked the entrance on all sides,
A pecullar and remarkable feature s
thag notwithstanding the foree of the ex-
ploslon very little of the mine roof wis
mwrecked. By those who witnessed it the
oexplosion was likened to the dischange
of a cannon, - Every movable object shot
wlth terrific foroe through the mine. Al
the entrance of Mine Number Bight a
congrete power bouse was completely
demolished, A pioce of conerets weigh
ing fully 1,000 pounds was blown clear
dcross the West Fork river, landing on
the slde of a bill. In a radivs of a half
mile not another plece of conorste can be
found. Greut holes were torn ju the
hill on either slde of tho entrance of
No. 8. Mine cars were erushed as though
musdo of paper and a bhuge steel tipple
was blown apart, On all sldes eloctric
light wires were thrown to the ground
And many  persons narrowly eseaped
death from thess in the rush from the
mine following the explosion, The Fair.

UNIONISM HAS BEEN VEHICLE

For Progress Toward Better Conditions
For Wage Eamers—Pays Compliment
to Gompers as an Organizer—Beara no
Enmity Toward Noted Labor Leader.

WASHINGTON, Dee. T—Cannon today
expressed his sentimonts toward orga-
nized labor and its leader, Gompers, with
respect to the latter’s campalgn for his
(the Speaker's) defeat, the occasion being
6 call on him by a committee of loca
plate engravers, with a set of resolu
tions commending the Speaker for his
leglalative work on behalf of the plate
workers, presented by the chairman of
the delegation. The reply of Caunnon,
aiter expressing gralification, entered
into an informal discussion of “one-man
politieal leadership” of organized labor, He
sadd while he bore no enmity toward the
president of the American Federation of
Labor, be did not believe union men, as
American citizens, would ever aveept
diotatorship over their votes. That if
ho were a craft worker he would ally
himself with a trade union  beomiise
unionism has been the vehicle for all
progress toward better conditions for
wage earners, but he would hold his
fealty above the right of any leader to
direct. He paid & high compliment to
the ability of Gompers as an organizen
and expressnd himself highly sensible of
the work done by him within the fune-
tions alloted to him as a labor leader
and as the president of the American
Federation of Labor in behalf of the
working man and the country.

—Onear 11, King of Sweden, died
at an early hour this morning.
The King has been sulering for
several weeks from a complica:
tlon of diseases brought on by
weakness of his heart snd kid
neys. He was nearly 80 years
old and is succeeded by his ollest
son, Gustavus, who on Wednosday
last, was formally appointed reg-
ent, owing to the dead monarch's
extrame illness,
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STOOKHOLM, Sweden, Dee. 7.—The
following bulletin regarding King Oscar's
condition was given out at 10 o'clook

tonight: “The King to all appearances
passet o painless day. There is no es-
sentin]l change in his strength and his
respiration is regular.”

He was married in 1867 to Prin-
cess Sophia, of Nassau, and has had four
sons, Lhe eldest of whom is the Crown
Prince Gustavus, born in IBM‘ and why
was marrled in 1881 to the Princess Vie-
toria of Baden, and has thres sons, born
in 1882, 1884, and 1889, respectively, The
eldest son of Prince Gustavus is Prince
Gislavus Adolphus, who was married in
1905 to Erincess Margaret of Connaught,
and has a son bomn in 1006, The King
other sons are: Prince Oscar, born 1850,
who was married to Lady Ebba Manck,
one of his mother's maids of homor, and
relinquisbed his rights to the throne;
